—“Three  ljpjles  away  from  the  village 
of  Coniston,  and  on  the  op]K»site  side  of 
the  lake,  lies  Brant  wood,  the  home  of 
Professor  Kuskiu — a  large,  tieautiful, 
rambling  house,  w  ith  spacious  rooms  and 
low  ceilings,  commanding  a  view  which,” 
says  the  Pall  Mall  Gazette,  “is  certainly 
unsurpassed  in  England  for  picturesque¬ 
ness  and  poetic  beauty.  Down  the 
grass}-  slopes  and  across  the  placid,  mir¬ 
ror-like  lake  the  sjiectator  looks  up  at  the 
Old  Man  of  Coniston,  rising  majestically 
from  among  the-  lesser  hills  which  form 
the  midille  distance.  The  village  lies 
away  hi  the  right  on-  the  opposite  shore ; 
to  the  left  no  habitation  interrupts  the 
view  for  four  miles  and  more,  save  the 
ivy. grown  Coniston  Hall.  On  such  a  pic¬ 
ture,  rich  with  ever-varying  color,  fasci¬ 
nating  and  peaceful,  the  great  art  critic 
loves  to  gaze  throughout  the  summer 
twenty  times  a  day.  Mr.  Buskin  was 
walking  in  the  extensive  grounds  adjoin¬ 
ing  the  house  when  I  arrived,  and  pend¬ 
ing  the  announcement  of  my  visit  I  was 
shown  into  the  drawing-room  to  await 
his  coming.

tVe  are  always  curious  to  know  some¬ 
thing  of  the  domestic  life  of  great  men, 
and  wish  to  know  if  the  wife  has  had 
any  part  in  the  husband’s'  success.  It 
is  always  said  that  Mrs.  Gladstone  has 
l>een  a  helpmeet  indeed,  and  one  would 
be  led  to  this  opinion  from  the  sweet, 
wifely,  motherly  expression  on  hey  eoun 
teuance.  Mrs.  Gladstone  does  not  look 
older  than  an  American  lady  commonly 
does  at  fifty.  Her  hair  is  almost  black 
and  her  face  is  almost  free  from  hues  and 
wrinkles.  English  women  of  the  last 
generation  dressed  iiideously,  as  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  the  present  generation  do.  And 
Mi-s.  Gladstone,  ill  respect  of  drebs,  be 
longs  to  both  past  and  present.  She  al 
ways  looks  dowdy.  One  cannot  g^t  over 
tlie  feeling  when  seeing  her  that  she  Is 
of  bourgeois  origin.  If  one  did  not  know 
her,  one  would  assume  that  she  belonged 
to  what  is  called  here  the  “  shop-keeping 
class.”  When  slie  came  into  tlie  chapel 
on  Sunday  she  was  really  a  curiosity. 
Her  face  ip  uncommonly  sweet  and  spir¬ 
itual.  Her  smile  tells  the  story  of  a  true 
and  gentle  heart.  But — .  Why  should 
any'  lady  dress  so  barbarously?!  The 
puffed -out  hair,  the  big.  ill  shaped  bon- 
net,  with  the  old-fashioned,  spotted  veil 
a  long,  rather  rusty,  velvet  cloak*  with 
wide  fur  trimmings  and  ungloved  hands, 
did  not  seem  suitable  to  her  face.  Dur¬ 
ing  the  service,  when  'Mrs.  Gladstone  re¬ 
moved  her  cloak,  she  put  on  a[  light, 
coarsely  knitted  worsted  shawl,  an4  then, 
to  me,  tho  picture  of  odds  and  ends 
seemed  complete. 

But  to  Mr.  Gladstone  ;  I  was  pained  to 
see  him.  He  shuttled  into  the  chapel 
and  into  his  }>ew,  with  a  quiet,  nervous, 
ill- regulatei  1  step,  that  indicated  strength 
of  will  t lying  to  overcome  weakness  of 
limb.

I  sat 
immediately  facing  the  prime  minister, 
and  within  ten  feet  of  him,  and  I,  must 
say — I  am  bound  to  say — that  his  pres¬ 
ence  pained  me  all  the  while  I  w  as  in  the 
chapel.  He  is  a  man  with  a  great  trou 
bie  on  liis  mind,  or  else  no  face  ip  this 
world  told  *the  story  of  trouble.  When 
he  closed  his  eyes  in  prayer — and  1  peep 
ed  several4 times  to  see — there  was  almost 
an  agony  on  Lis  countenance.  He  was 
so  uneasy  and  restless  when  standing  up, 
so  fidgety  with  the  books  and  his  fan, 
that  it  was  deeply  painful  to  see  him.

[From  the  Boston  Herald.) 

Yad^tiug  !■»«  become  so  faxonte  a  j<u»t- 
time  ariiupg  wealthy  men,  and  tlie  nuin 
ber  of  tnhi  v easels  increases  **>,  year  by 
year,  that  it  is  not  ilifficult  to  arrive  at 
some  geueral  knowledge  of  the  average 
value  And  annual  ' east  of  the  crafts  in 
commission.  The  fahaous  vessels  of  the 
Eastern  clul*  have  lieetv  so  many  times 
ribed  in  these  columnist  hat  it  is  not 
to  recount  the  paKjculars  if 
leir  architectural  design.  A  v««ei!  like 
Mr.  Gray  s  Huron  could  Is-  launche^coip 
jileU?,  acconbnp  U>  the  statements  c«Hj 
leading  builders  in  this  section  of  ti 
country,  at  a  cost  of  frouu  $20,000  to 
$25,000  at  most.  Tlie  jolly  tArs  <<n  board 
woijld  manlier  eight  or  nine  men  before 
the  mast,  a  captain,  a  mate,  a  cook,  a 
stew  ard,  and  perhaiis  a  cabin  1h»v  The 
j>ay  of  the  crew  will  average  alimit  $‘k 
jier  month  for  each  ordinary  seanian 
from  $G0  to  $125  jier  month  for  the  cap 
tain,  froip.  to  $75  for  the  mate,  and 
according  to  the  epicurean  tastes  of  the 
owner,  the  cook’s  wages  would  range 
from  that  of  the  heave  o’-my  timliers  tar 
to  that  of  the  gallant  and  gold-laced  cap¬ 
tain.  Some  yacht  owners,  who  are  in 
clined  to  “put  on  style,”  will  select. fr< 
their  rope-hauling  minions  a  second  mate, 
a  “  bosun"  and  a  quartermaster  for  an 
^additional  wage  of  $5  even  thirty  "day 
Pptting  the  number  of  the  working  crew* 
of  *a  crank  yacht  at  twelve,  and  fixing  the 
cost  therefor  according  to  the  following 
liberally  calculated  table,  the  expeuse  of 
maintenance  can  be  easily  determined

Adding  to  this  the  cost  of  the  “  kiep, 
and  bringing  the  total  up  to  $600,  we 
have  the  sum  of  $1,800  as  the  season’ 
exjiemliture  for  the  crew.  Placing  it  at 
$2,000,  the  allowance  is  lilieral  indeed. 

But  yachting  has  this  in  common  with 
housekeeping,  that  one  never  knows  when 
liis  expenses  will  cease.  There  is  always 
something  to  lie  Ixiught,  whether  it  lie 
sdme  adornment  for  the  cabin,  or  some 
supplement  to  the  rig.  Accident  to  the 
canvas,  collision,  bumping  upon  the  shoals, 
the  hundred  and  one  mishaps  w  liieh  be¬ 
fall  nautical  locomotion,  and  the  various 
causes  for  frequent  “  hauling  up”  on  the 
stocks  pile  up  the  outgo  of  dollars.  These 
things  provided  for,  it  remains  with  the 
owner  to  determine  whether  his  refuta¬ 
tion  for  hospitality  and  dinnergiving  si  1  all 
follow  him  from  Commonweal tli  avenue 
to  the  briny.  If  l(e  is  accustomed  to 
playing  mine  host  upon  ship,  he  is  likely 
to  find  this  item  in  liis  dog-day  expeudi 
ture  beating  the  ship’s  maintenance  bill 
out  of  sight.  At  this  point  the  cost  of 
yachting  becomes  mere  conjecture,  but 
he  must,  indeed,  be  a  generous  skipper 
who  entertains  to  the  extent  of  $3,000 
during  the  season,  and  thus  brings  up 
his  account  with  Neptune  to  the  comfor¬ 
table  figure  of  $5,000.  What  shall  be 
said,  then,  of  a  man  winy  regards  $10,000 
as  a  moderate  season’s  yachting  bill  1  He 
must  have  floated  his  vessel  on  cham¬ 
pagne  and  Burgundy,  and  dimej.1  his  crew 
and  lijs  guests  upon  Delmonifco  menus 
ever}*  day  iu  the  week.  Considering  the 
fact,  however,  that  few*  Boston  ^acht 
owners  live  on  lxiard  their  sloops  qr 
schooners,  and  that  still  fewer  keep  open 
house  for  ail  army  of  acquaintances,  it  is 
ilifficult  to  understand  how  Mr.  Gray, 
who  was  proverbial  for  not  doing  thus 
could  find  an  outlet  for  the  sum  which  he 
is  said  to  have  expended. 

What  has  been  said  above,  applies  to 
yachts  manned  only  for  cruising.  It  ii 
another  story  when  racing  yachts  are  tlie 
object  of  outgoing  dollars  ami  dimes. 
Then  the  crew  is  doubled,  a  racing  gear 
has  to  be  provided  for,  and  the  cost  of 
continual  preparation  and  continual  over¬ 
hauling,  mounts  up  to  figures  which 
would  make  most  men  feel  rich.  It  is  a 
matter  of  common  report  that  the4  Puri¬ 
tan  and  tlie  *  Mayflower  cost  in  building 
and  outfitting  upward  of  $30,000  each  l>y 
the  time  they  ha^  started  on  their  trial 
trips.  The  ordinary  crew  of  the  May 
flower  numbers  some  thirteen  men  be¬ 
fore  the  mast,  liesiiles  the  captain,  cook 
and  mate.  The  wages,  clothing  and  pn 
visioning  of  this  crew  are  said  to  amount 
to  nearly  $700  every  thirty  days,  and. 
lidding  the  other  expenses,  the  cost  of 
maintenance  is  thought  to  average  $1,000 
monthly.  On  race  days  the  crew  is  in 
creased  to  twenty-five  or  thirty  men,  and 
consequently  the  cost  is  exhanced.
